Formerly it wa.s not considered a greet crime in this country to t ike advantage of the public tics«- 
ury. In fact, every oflice, federal, state, or municipal, was w.mt to be regardinl as piore or lc-» of a grift 
—so much so th.it for many year* it ims almost a eomerstnne of American politics that offices should not 
remain in the same hands, bat ohould '‘go around.” The gre.it contempt which sc many old time politi¬ 
cians still have for civil service reform, ha* its root in that old e.-tabli-bcd American custom. -A public 
office was not a public trust, but more or less a public “anep.” 

Those were the p.itriarchical “good old time*" of capitalism and craft on a small scale. Graft Uicn 
was not aa harmful and grafters were not a* vicioiia a* they are iMwadays. 

Since the development of capitalism on a larger acale things to,ik a different asp.v t. fiffice holder* 
and politicians of higher ranks began to use their offl^ nr their influemv to go into partneraliip with the 
capitalists ta make money off the hide of the dear pwyl'*. Henry C. I’aync, for iastanic, «'as a local re¬ 
presentative of that type of politician. 


Crime in this country ha* in¬ 
creased six hundred per cent, we are 
told, in the past fifty year*. And 
during that period the struggle for 
existence ha* become sharjicrrand 
sharper. Any connection betwe<m 
these two facts, do yon suppose? 


Socialism is getting along pretty 
well in England. .As a sign of this 
we have the fact that the Sheffield 
DaHy Indrptndmi ha* been giving 
space to, a discussion of it* prin¬ 
ciples. Most of the other papers 
stand as a barrier between the peo¬ 
ple and the information they are so 
much in need of. 


With the expan.^ion of our country, and e.'qieciiDy with the growth of our cities, the hiiilding of rail¬ 
roads, street car lines, telephone lines, electric light‘plants, gas works, etc., this alliance of the capitalist* 
with the politician.* very soon became a vital danger', to the .American pt-ople. particularly so because capi¬ 
talism. which is still *omewh.'.t restrained by the moUArchy and the remnant* of feudalism in Europe, has 
absolutely full sway in thi.< country. 

And it very ooon became evident that while thia eountry was supposed to be nominally a democracy, 
it virtually had bgeomo a plutocracy. Diverse monied interests own the different Icgialaturva and the 
court*. .And while on one hand, there ia hardly 4 «nntor in the United States aenate who ia not openly 
representing some trust or some railroad corporatioN^ nn the other hand there is scarcely an alderman in 
any of our large cities who ia not controlled by some' i^nblic service corporation—the Social-Deroocrata of 
coarse excepted. ' And hand in hand with this went the smaller graft of every description, ao much so 
that no side-spnr could be laid to a factory nor a Imy window built without “greasing.” 


The late Marcus Hanna boasted 
of the fact that the people of the 
United States produced a third more 
goods than they conanmed. It did¬ 
n’t worry him a hit that this could 
be accounted for by the vridespreaa 
misery of the working people who 
sorely needed that third but could 
not get it nnder the capitalist sys¬ 
tem.

HOW THE MULTIMILLIONAIRE FOOD BARONS ARE 
FIGHTING FOR THEIR GRAFT. A WOMAN 
SOCIALIST TAKES A HAND. 


Tlie greatest legal fight in the 
world against uie greatest trust in 
tile world is now on in Chicago. The 
lieef trust, dictator of the food sup- 
plv of one hnndnid millions of peo- 
is fighting for iL« life. 

> Its sixteen individual dictators arc 
' llniggling to escape tlie penalty of a 
year’s imprisonment in jail. A doz- 
•n uf tlicse are men of fabulous 
wealth. They have ruled, the rail¬ 
roads. master^ the markets, domin- 
atedvthfi world of finance. 

Now, under indictment, futile in 
a score of frenitied efforts to avoid 
the trial that has been swiftly ap¬ 
proaching, they arc paying t'lous- 
asds of dollars a day to a battalion 
of the greatest criminal and corpor¬ 
ation lawyers of the country, in tlieir 
last stand against conviction. 

Thirtyflvo lawyers aro battling in 
the court room in their behalf. Their 
combined salaries aggregate nearly 
$7,000 a diu’, or $2.,100,000 a year. 

Two hundred of the foremost law¬ 
yers itf^hc United States are aiding 
the counsel for the beef trust by 
advice and suggestion. Hordes of 
Pinkertom: arc scouring the federal 
district to look up tS^'-jirospi'etive 
jnrors in whose hands the beef trust 
case will be entrusted. 

The one government attorney is 
aided by one, sometinuw two. and 
possibly three, advoory assistants. 
He has no Pinkertons. The only 
way ho looks up the veniremen is 
by questioning them in the court 
room. 

But, despite this battalion of law¬ 
yers, the greatest array of legal tal¬ 
ent that ever figured in a single 
ease, the government, with its one 
or two or three attomevs, has siowly 
poshed the beet trust to trial. 

By a single act tbe defendant has 
tnrn’ed tml placed the government 
on trial instead of themselves. 

It has made charges against the 
legislature, against Commissioner of 
Corporations James R. Garfield, 
against the AHorney General and 
against the President himself. 

It b&a accmicd Mr. Garfield of 


having turned the evidence he «>- 
cnreil from thi‘ packers into the 
grand jury’s hands to he usi-d in 
indicting the trust memberi!.
